I  Vf*d  seer.  tMsc  3  persons  before  ~t  t^e 
Lilitrry  Club,  t’en  occupied  by  the  Jrprnesc  gurrd  dct£ch~ 
nent,  rnd  I  knew  t’*nt  sMd  persons  were  crugvt  during  °n 
ptter.pt  to  eserpe  fror  tM  cfr.p.  If  I  rr  not  r.istrkcn 
requests  -er<  r  ^de  by  tvc  Dutcv  Crr.o  Corr^nd  for  the 
tV<sc  -sc^Pccs  tvrougv  tve  interpreter  Lt.

Upon  #ur  rrrivM  rt  tU  ground  in  front  of  t>c 
*•  ncri  pr.cnt  <-.111  "Lvc^tGo.  1"  t’ c  t'rce  Lute'-  nilitrrv  v,ere 
frstened  to  tbc  brrbed  wire  fence  wit’-  tMir  brnds,  tied 
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together  on  tvcir  treks .  As  bcvind  tv  cr.  the  lodgings  of 
numerous  P.U.'s  re  re  locpted,  I  g ot  sore  >-opc  tvrt  r.y  ferr 
of  execution  vrs  unfounded,  because  rppprently  no  svooting 
could  be  done  >i.re. 

At  rpproxinpti  ly  10  yprds  distrnt  fror  tve  victims, 
freing  t' o  victins,  tve  Dutcv  Unit  Corunrnd°nts  hod  to  line 
up.  p.o.  Lt .  Col.  "POULUS" ,  Cr pt .  "1..  PAULISSIN",  Lt.  Cols. 
"’..Ii.IMK",  "rILLL" ,  »::IL21L»,  "  v-  n  LTi  KT. "  ,  lied.  Off.  1st. 

Cl.  "LuPE",  I.TJ.  "iANTOSO"  rnc’  Cppt.  "YOI  PO  SIOE". 

Orpt.  "£».*. Y.KATSU"  delivered  p  spcich  to  t^ese 
officers,  v/’ ic>-  he  ordered  ne  to  trmslrtc:  tvis  speech 
mounted  to  t^c  followings  tvcse.  tvrcc  r.ilitrry  h°d 
committed  p  serious  trr nsgression,  by  rttei  pting  to  esc-pe, 
for  v/vich  they  vrd  to  rtone  nor.  Tvc  Dutcv  officers  present 
were  veld  responsible  for  this  trpnsgrcssion.  bccruse  ov.ing 
to  lrxity  tvey  Vpd  not  been  rtlc  to  prevent  tve  escape. 

Tve  victins  ’•’ere  tven  blindfolded  rnd  by  orders 
of  "lA.U.KATSU"  6  Jpp-msc  soldiers  fell  out  -nd  took  up

/si  understood  from  "KA’/AKATSU" 1  s  -ords  rnd  from 
tvc  preparations  rpde  t’-rt  rn  execution  ’-ould  t-ke  plpcc 
rfter  rll,  I  ’-ent  up  to  C-pt.  "K/.^/Iu-TSU11  rnd  rsked  >"in 
v.'hctNr  it  ’-ould  be  permitted  to  tplce  down  the  lpst  rishts 
of  tve  3  military,  /.fter  ve  vrd  given  vis  consent  I  rent 
up  to  t'  cr.  rnd  took  dorn  in  p  note-book  t’*eir  nrnes  rnd 

V  c  nrr.es  of  their  nerrest  rel°tives. 

Aftervrrds  I  passed  tvesc  dptr  on  to  I.t.  Col. 
"POULUS".  E'cir  nrres  --ere  s  »»’IJLI3i "lUHUS"  pnd 
SI  US"  (possibly  not  spelled  in  t><  right  ’py).  The 
first  tv;o  ',/e r*.  of  t’e  K.N.I.L.,  tve  tvird  v;ps  -  nilitir 
srilor.  "K..LSCLNS"  rsked  tve  f-vour  of  dying  unblindfolded. 
Tvis  request,  prsscd  on  to  "K.  ’.'.Tj.TSU"  by  r.e  ,  vps  grrnted 
by  him  rnd  tvc  bpnapge  rp s  tpkcr.  off. 

Thereon  "LALAKATSU"  grve  tve  order  to  cornencc 
rnd  the  J-ps  strrtcd  jumping  to  -ne  fro  to  t-kc  up  .:ve 
required  position.  "le.LSSl-NS"  excl-ir.ed,  "Long  live  tve 
C.uecn1',  pnd  t>"e  J-ps  commenced  br  yonc  ting  tveir  victims, 
rvich  ’.’ent  on  for  soi  e  tile.  One  Lutc^  officer  (Dr.  "L/l.PE") 
could  not  berr  tve  slpugvtcr,  rnd  collrpscd,  nuc’-  to  the 
r.nusa:.ent  of  sore  J-n-nese  officcrst  After  sore  time 
tvc  victins,  covered  v’ith  rounds,  v;e  re  hanging  limply  on 

V  «.  b-rbcc!  rire.  "K/hSSU'S"  prob-bly  died  quickly  but 
cne  of  tvc  tro  soldiers  drer  up  vis  tortured  body  covered 
with  bleeding  wounds,  pnd  s-id:  "I  m  not  yet  derd,  I  rn 
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still  rlive."  V^r«.on  t>x  slrui’vttr  reconncnced  until  tVe 
J-p  wrs  sr tisf iud.  V/c  were  ordered  to  return  to  t>x . 
b^rr^eVs  rnd  on  leaving  tve  grounds  I  srw  -  J'-prnesc  officer 
go  up  to  Xt* e  3rd  victin  (not  »K/  RSfLNS",  nor  t*e  r.^n  w*o 
Vrd  stood  up  during  vis  rgony)  me’,  s’ oot  bin  t  roug  t  e 
y-c-d  wit*  *is  revolver.  Ividcr.tly  tvis  r  rn  *rd  not  yet 
died*. 

In  tvc  afternoon  tvc  corpses  v/ere  loosened  fron 
t’-e  barbed  wire  fence,  under  supervision  of  tvc  rbove  r.entionee 
Lt.  "JOIKiI  J..N5"  rnd  V,.0.  "W.T«  K*.Bi "  rnd  trken  to  tve  buri.  1 

grounds.
